Shelling kills four in east Beirut 



BEIRUT, Feb 28 (R) — A 
woman and her son were kill- 
ed and three other family 
members wounded as shelling 
resumed at dawn Wednesday 
of the east Beirut suburb of Ras 
Dekwaneh, the right-wing 
Phalangist radio reported. 

Lebanese military sources 
said an army lieutenant and his 
wife were kitted when their 
car was hit by a shell when the 
artillery bombardment of the 
district began Tuesday night. 

Two Syrian soldiers serving 
with the Arab Deterrent Force 
(ADF) were also reported 
wounded and a nuiri&er of 
houses and cars destroyed. 

The ADF and Lebanese 
right-wins militias blamed each 
ether Tlirtdav night for opening 
fire in the eastern suburb. 


The rightists said Syrian 
troops serving with the ADF 
opened sporadic artillery fire 
for about two hours Tuesday 
in the district, killing one man 
in his car and wounding eight 
others, including a Lebanese 
army lieutenant.

Eyewitness reports said at 
least 1,000 people had died in 
clatoes which erupted between 
the two ^ factions 10 days ago. 

But there has been no major 
lighting in the capital since the 
ceasefire was arranged 12 days 
ago, after a week of fierce 
dashes between the forces of 
Maffloun and Habre in which 
some 500 people died. 

There was sporadic shooting 
in the capital Monday, and 
toe streets of N’Djamena were 
deserted Tuesday. Banks and 
shops dosed and foreigners 
were fleeing in the hundreds. 

According to the eyewitness 
toe fighting in the central 
province was followed by sum* 
mary executions of Sara tribes- 
men who are loyal to the pre- 
sident. 

Thousands of Saras began ‘ 
moving ou* of the capital 
Monday after an anonymous 
warning that they should leave 
N’Djamena where Habre's for- 
ces staged a coup attempt two 
weeks ago. ' 

The fighting in N'Djamena 
and central Chad followed the 
coup attempt. Prior to that the 
government had been fighting 
a prolonged war with Libyan- 
backed - rebels in the north of 
toe country. 

Meanwtnie, official sources 
said in N'Djamena that repre- 
sentatives of the various warr- 
ing factious had been invited 
<o a meeting in Kano, Nigeria, 
under the auspices of a con' 
citation commission . of the 
Organization of African Unity 
<OAU). 

An Organization of African 
Unity conciliation commission 
was set up at the Khartoum 
meeting of African heads of 
rtate last year to settle a dis- 
pute between Chad and 
Libya, which has been occupy- 
ing a strip of Obad territory 
since 1972.

ANKARA, JFeb. 28 (R) —

Evren rebuked the right-wing 
press for their allegations that 
martial law was being enacted 
less harshly on left-wing sus- 
pects than on rightists. 

Gen. Evren disclosed that 
toe military courts in the pro- 
vinces now undue martial law 


had 5,139 cases before them. 

This constituted an adequate 
answer to cfaims that martial 
tew hod not been effective with- 
in the first two months, he 
said. 

The main opposition right- 
wing Justice Party of former 
Premier Suleyman Demkd tert 
week voted against an exten- 
sion. of martial laiw, saying 
Bcewt bad “watered k down” 
with civilian interference. 

Padtement, however, passed 
a two-month extension of tile 
law at toe request of Ecevifs 
government.

Joseph Wheeler, assistant ad- 
ministrator for Near East aid, 
said Tuesday that 1980 aid to 
Afghanistan would also be cut, 
from S17 arition dollars to 
S5 m tt i on. 

He said the decision was 
taken because of concern over 
relations with Afghanistan fol- 
lowing the death of Dubs on 
Feb. 14. 

Dubs was kidnapped by four 
unidentified guerrillas later kill- 
ed in a gun battle between the 
kidnappers and Af£xan police. 
The United States issued a 
strong protest to Afghanistan 
and to the Soviet Union over 
toe fettling, saying ks urgent 
pleas (hat officials try to nego- 
tiate for Dubs’ release were 
ignored. 

“The circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of Ambas- 
sador Dubs reinforce our con- 
cerns.” Wheeler told the House 
of Representatives Asian Sub' 
committee.

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A difficult task 


North and South Yemen have wisely agreed to meet 
under Arab League auspices in Kuwait next Sunday but have 
not yet agreed to a ceasefire and withdrawal of troops. Th*- 
fighting is thus still smouldering and more Yemenis are dying. 
As things stand South Yemeni forces which have penetrated 
deep into the North, must be the ones to null back. 

Between now and Sunday the war in Yemen is bound 
to take a turn for the worse as die North Yemeni forces re- 
group, receive more arms and mobilize foeir formidable tribal 
forces to halt the advance of the South Yemeni army. 

With the war at present going against North Yemen, 
Sanaa is unlikely to agree to a ceasefire until it receives firm 
assurance* from South Yemen through the Soviet Union and 
the United States that the South Yemeni forces will withdraw 
and repatriate all the prisoners of war and other hostages. 
The Saudi -four-point plan presumably called for a ceasefire 
and withdrawal to take place at once because a negotiated 
settlement may take ages while South Yemeni troops remain 
entrenched inside North Yemeni territory. 

The Arab League Council meeting »n Kuwait can scarcely 
be expected to bring about a rapprochement between the two 
Yemens because of widely divergent political systems. The 
North h Islamic, conservative, and maintains very close rela- 
tions with Saudi Arabia and the other spates of the Gulf. 
It has diplomatic relations w«h the Soviet Union and other 
eastern European countries but very little beyond the exchanges 
of embassies. Its armed forces once used Soviet-marie weapons 
from warplanes to the Kalashnikov rifles. But the country 
has not been buying arms from communist countries since the 
end of the civil war. 

In fact, since 1968. the Soviet Union has been paying 
greater attention to South Yemen which adopted a Marxist 
system of government — one party, a central committee, a 
politburo and a head of state who is also secretary-general of 
the omnipotent party — which is a clone of ifie Soviet Union. 
President Abdul Fatah Ismail is extremely enamored with 
Moscow. 

Such differences in political systems will not be easy to 
bridge, and anybody trying to do so will be wasting their 
time. It is one of the cruel ironies of Arab life that the two 
Yemeni populations are really one people, d.vjded by an ideo- 
logy imposed from above. 

This is not to discourage the mediators in Kuwait from 
trying to bring peace to the region by tackling the immediate 
causes of friction between the two Yemenv This was referred 
to here before and was thrown into relief by the Saudi peace 
plan. Each should agree not to harbor an.i; and not to let 
loose dissidents to attack the other. Such border incursions 
have always soured the relations between the two countries 
and led to armed dashes. Indeed, the last decade has seen 
many such incursions in the wake of dissident raids. 

North Yemen has nearly 350,000 refugees from the South 
The South has a few thousand defectors from the North of 
whom the majority are ex-army officers and others who fled 
across the bonier because they did not see eye to eye with 
the government of Sanaa whose head has been the top army 
commander, at least since 19*7-1. In July of that year (he last 
civilian president of North Yemen, Qadni Abdul Rahman Al- 
Iryani was ousted by a coup d’etat and has been living in 
Syria ever since. 

Without severe restrictions on travel, more South Yemens 
would have crossed the border But few now dare for fear of 
being shot on the spot. 

The (wo Yemens would do well if (hey agree to co-exist 
in peace. It is understandable that they cannot unite as they 
have been saying they shall since the British left South Arabia 
and gave it back its independence. They are as far apart 
politically and ideologically as ever before with one beholden 
to die Soviet Union and the ocher identifying itself with the 
states of the Arabian Peninsula. 

Constant friction will only continue to provide causes for 
war and lead to enormous waste of human and material 
resources of which neither has enough to squander. Besides, 
a war of the kind raging at present is sure to involve others 
nearby at first and from further afield later. The Arab world 
is already enmeshed in Lebanon, trying to bring peace to 
an embattled land, with Israel doing its best to keep it that way 
as long as possible. It has the Palestinian issue and that 
of the occupied territories as well as the North African desert 
war. 

It is just not fair to start another war anywhere in die 
Arab world. It cannot be helped, of >*ourse, if it is part of 
a grand design by a superpower, tf this is the case, the Arab 
states of the Peninsula will not stand idly by.

. Get rich quick— by arson

SAN FRANCISCO — 

San Francisco is being three* 
toned by fire. This chilly city 
by the bay hasnt seen any* 
thing like it since the devasta- 
tion that followed the great 
earthquake pf 1906. But today 
the danger comes from arson. 

“It’s afl part of the national 
arson epidemic," says Richard 
Strother of the National Fire 
Pr e vention and Control Admin* 
istratkm. “Arsonists are killing 
more than 1.000 Americans a 
year and doing $2 billion-plus 
damage.” 

Walking through San Fran- 
cisco’s streets, you sometimes 
fed the city is being burnt 
down neighborhood by neigh- 
borhood. An empty tot marks 
die comer where the Gaitland 
Apartment building stood: 14 
people died in that one. A 
blockbuster blaze on Market 
Stmt, the city’s main thorough* 
fare, last month gutted two six- 
storey buildings and baked 
t raffic for hours. 

The trouble is especially bad 
in the Castro area, the city’s 
so-called “gay ghetto”, where 
scores of businesses and bars 
are owned and used by homo* 
sexuais- No one knows why 
this neighborhood has been bit 
again and again, but the gays 
are mad: they’re forming vigi- 
lante groups. The sleazy Ten* 
deriom and industrial south-of* 
Maiket areas have also suffer 
ed heavily. 

Fire Chief Andrew Casper 
says there is evidence that 
“WtHto-coiiar” arson is growing 
in (be city. “But most of the 
fires are set by people bent on 
private revenge, or who are 
simpty nuts.” Casper says arson 
has increased by 800 per cent 
in the past decade, taking do- 
zens of lives, doing millions in 
damage. 

San Francisco’s woes are 
only a small part of the over- 


. ah picture. “Arson is Ameri- 
ca’s fartesngr owing crime,” said 
a Senate investigator recently. 
From New Jersey — where 50 
people have died in the past 
two months in a wave of sus- 
picious fires — to Los Ange- 
les, the crime is rising ai the 
rate of 25 per cent a year. 

In Glendale, a residential 
sifourb of LA, an explosion 
and fire which police said was 
set in retaliation against a mer- 
chant who foiled a robbery at- 
tempt, wiped out six businesses 
(bis month. Damage was put 
ax $250,000. It was LA’s biggest 
this year, 

Southern California, where it 
rarely rains and the hills are 
covered by tinder-dry brush, is 
an arsonist’s drea m . A single 
pyromaoiac is believed respon- 
sible for setting 11 fires last 
October in the b£Hs above 
weakhy, chic Malibu. More 
than 200 houses were destroy- 
ed, the homes of movie people 
— Dinah Shore, Jack Lemon, 
Aii McGraw and others — 
were severely damaged, and 
total damage was estimated at 
around $50 millio n. 

Many fires are set for insu- 
rance money, and insurance in- 
dustry officials describe their 
losses as “liorrendous”. From 
the smalt businessman who 
puts a match to has shop in 
hope of escaping bankruptcy, 
to the “professional torches” 
working for organised crime, 
Americans are making big 
money from arson- 

The poorest urban neighbor- 
hoods are che worst hit. Slum 
property can be converted into 
•fat insurance profits via a 
swapping arrangement between 
“sflenT business partners. 

They buy the building from 
each other, back and forth, 
bumping up the paper value. 
They have a. small fire, then 
a larger one and take out- 
insurance vastly iu excess of 


the buikSngs value. 

Insurance industry executives 
say that by such, means, a 
budding worth $5,000 can fetch 
up to $50,000. 

“Slum landfords don’t have 
to pay a professional,” says 
one community worker. “They 
just hand a few dollars to 
some teenager in a bl ac k nei- 
ghborhood — that’s where the 
alums, the thugs and the un- 
emptoymeDt are. The youngest 
kids do most of it, because 
legal, penalties are less for 
them.” 

The propqss?, is destroying 
huge sections of largely black 
“inner cities” across the nft" 
tion. It’s (he new form of shun 
demolition, and some blade 
organizations see behind it a 
deliberate attempt to (hive out 
poor black and Mesican-Ame- 
rican populations. “When we’re 
gone,” says a Mack, social 
writer, “the white wiM come 
back in and start reb raiding-” 
This year, as a result of Se- 
nate hearings into toe arson 
plague, toe FBI and Law En- 
forcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration (LEAA) are organising 
a bhtz on firebugs. 

The LEAA, which has been 
tending out only oae-teofo. of 
an anp JK> i $2 billion in anti- 
crime grant to fire control, 
will increase aid. The FBI, 
which has only now raised ar- 
son » a “class one" crime, 
along with murder and rape, 
will redouble efforts against 
arson ^for-profit rings. 

San Francisco’s Chief Casper 
welcomes that Against toe 
legion of professional torches, 
vandals, looneys and revenge* 
seekers, he has an overworked 
eight-man arson task force. In- 
vestigators usuaMy have to 
piece togetoer rabgled chains 
of evidence before a suspect 
can be changed. But more and 
more are beii« caught and in- 
dicted. — (QFNS)

The Horses of the Son, for Hugo, were the great battles 
of Napoleon Bonaparte's Fust Empire. The equivalents in the 
twentieth century are the two worid wars, one among the 
minor mstorial consequences of which was ndeed the political 
emergence of Sir Harold W3son. Hie Problem about which 
he was consulting me was whether he sboidd now offer to 
these apocalyptic beasts a handful of sugar — in the Shape 
of another volume of bis memoirs — in consideration of their 
exertions in cojyveyihg ham safely to Chequers, ft* premier’s 
country retreat, where our conversation took place. 

When effrontery assumes cosmic . proportions, one can 
only bow before it, as I now <tid. I muttered something to 
thte effect that History did seem to deserve some fcfevd of a 
tip, and we went in to dinner. 

The occasion was a conference of socialist leaden. I was 
not really a socialist leader, but tbe actual Irish socialist leader 
of the day preferred waiting his dogs along Wexford Pier on 
a fine Saturday afternoon, to going to listen to Sir Harold at 
Orequers.

The Chinese in Vietnam : 
following a 2,000-year trail 

r By Ctenis D. Gray 

BANGKOK, Thailand — Tbe Chinese attack, into Viet- 
/ nam may have been sparked by modem upheavals within the 
Communist camp, but Chinese invasions, occupations and gen- 
eral meddling in the affairs of its smaller neighbor go back 
2,000 years. 

In keeping with the Communist habit of blaming leaders 
rather than people, Hanoi continues >o laud the friendship 
: between the Chinese and Vietnamese and is recalling that not 
* so long ago the two fought “sboulder-to-shoulder” against the 
French and Americans. 

Bat at the same time, (here are steady references to the 
“Great Han expansionists," — the Chinese dynasty that an- 
nexed the Vietnamese in 111 B.C. and ushered in 1.000 years 
•. of -Chinese domination. 

This year's 190th anniversary celebrations of the Viet- 
’ namese victory over the Chinese at the bailie of Dong Da 
were appropriately highlighted. Tbe battle, one of the proud* 
eat moments in Vietnamese military history, was described 
by Hanoi as “the military art of using ■s. small army to crush 
a large one.” 

H5s phrase cropped up again after foe Chinese invasion 
which began on Feb. 17., a day after Peking's superior forces 
poured across the frontier. Vietnam again recalled some 
history: 

“Attacking Vietnam, the Chinese rulers are following the 
rut left by 5th" ‘Great Han’ feudal regimes in the past.. .tbe 
Vietnamese people in the past crushed the brutal aggressive 
armies of the southern Han, Sung, Yuan-Mongoi, Ming and 
Manchu Taing feudalists, and recently smashed the seasoned 
expeditionary corps of the imperialist aggressors." 

Ho Chi Mmh, the late father of Vietnamese Communism, 
received aid from Communist China in his war against the 
French in tbe early 1950s. He used Chinese sanctuaries and 
sent his troops across the same rugged frontier where the Chi- 
nese are now operating. 

When Russia and China fell out, Bo tried to steer an 
even course, accepting bdp from both in the struggle against 
the U^.- backed Saigon regime. 

Some Indochina observers have detected notes of suspicion 
and a leaning in the direction of Moscow in the Indochina 
Wax years. The Soviets supplied the bulk of the weapons for 
Hanoi’s 1972 offensive in South Vietnam and for its final 
victory push three years later. 

After the war ended, relations between China and Viet- 
nam began to deteriorate while those with. Moscow were 
strengthened. Alleged Vietnamese persecution of ethnic 
Chinese m Vietnam, border disputes and the i ^ie of Cambo- 
dia all contributed to the rupture. 

The Sino- Vietnamese honeymoon was any way historically 
sbort-Jived. 

Vietnam's greatest folk heroes and fteromra are those 
who rose up and fought ft* Chinese. 

Tbe Trung sisters rebelled in 39 AD to buy a short 
taste of freedom from China before defeat and sukade. Ngo 
Quyca is celebrated as tile ruler who destroyed a fleet of 
Omasse war junks by impaling them with spifcra set just 
below the water line. 

Gen. Tran Hong Dao was an early practitioner of guerrilla 
warfare wheat he won down and decimated a vast Mongol and 
Chinese army In tbe 13th century. And Nguyen Hue’s exploit 
of marching his army 600 kilometers in 20 days to rout the 
Chinese at Dong Da is described with almost mystical rover 
ence, 

Even ancient legends tdi of -Vletiianiese and Chinese en- 
mity, one describes a Vietnamese king whose magic daw 
attached to his . bow made him invinrible in face of a Chinese 
attack. Typically, the rival Chinese nmnach is described a* 
a devious'type who fiicbes the daw and thus subdues the Viet- 
namese.

preoccupies Sir Harold. The first jg popular history, foe his- 
tory of song and story and major television features. . 

You do not get into that sort of history by having been 
prime miniver lanpteen times and then writing your memoirs- 
You get into it by being a hero, or a martyr, or a monster, 
or a royal courtesan. Nelson is there, Adolf Hitler, and Mrs. 
Langtry. Sir Harold is not there. 

The second kind pf (mnemonic) hictory is that of foe his- 
tory-books written by *The dever men at Oxford..." 

Sir Harold tanks he will somehow win that lot over wifo 
his memoirs.

Sir Harold knows best what kind of historical comfort 
that process is likely to bring him.

JEDDAH — Herbs have been ascribed with all sorts 
of magical properties in the past. Marjoram was supposed to 
"strength Lhe stomach and head much." according to 
Nicholas Culpeper, an astrologer-physician of the seventeenth 
century. Another physician was convinced that smelling basil 
“brad a scorjton in his brain.'' 

Nowadays herbs are valued for their fragrance and the 
flavor they impart in cooking. Modern dieticians have dis- 
covered that parsley contains a wealth of vietamins. The 
scent of mint is said to stimulate the nppethe. And garlic is 
still said to be good for rheumatism. 

Basil is an aromatic herb which grows well in hoL climates. 
It is used a great deal in Spain, Italy, Portugal and the south 
of France, Use it chopped on lamb chops to give them a 
sweet, mildly pungent flavor. Add it to spaghetti sauces. 
Or sprinkle it over a tomato salad. 

Marjoram is a popular, versatile herb that can be used 
sparingly with meat or fish dishes giving them a delicious, 
subtle flavor. Oregano, which is closely related and is some- 
times called wild marjoram, goes particularly well with toma- 
toes in any form. Italians use it a great deal in their pasta and 
pizza dishes. 

Mint is a very English herb. Around 14 different varieties 
grow in England. Il is used mainly to flavor new potatoes 
and peas by putting it in the cooking water, and Tor mint sauce 
to accom-any roast lamb. Try it in ralads soups and sum- 
mer drinks 

Parsley is well-known and olien used for garnishing. 
Use it finely chonped io enhance die flavor of soups, stews 
and salads. Parsley sauce is excellent with boiled or steamed 
fish, 

Garlic is very pungent. It may be used to give just a hint 
of ilavor u, a salad or any other dUh. B> it there are some dishes 
which get all their character from their strong garlicky flavor. 
Remember to crush it before using, and never cook it in oil or 
butter long enough for i> to color, or you will have a bitter 
taste in your food.

U.S. copper proposal 
stirs little interest 


GENEVA, Feb. 28 (R) — 
Tbe United States has outlined 
a plan to stabilize copper pri- 
ces based on a buffer stock of 
at least one miUton tons of 
the metal, but the idea drew a 
cool response from Australia 
and Canada, two leading pro- 
ducers. 

U.S. delegate Richard Ogden 
Tuesday presented the propo- 
sal to a 40 -nation meeting at- 
tended by leading copper min- 
ing and consuming countries. 

Peru, another leading expor- 
ter, welcomed the move as “a 
valuable contribution. ** 

Canada said such a stabiliza- 
tion pact was inappropriate 
and the scheme could be dis- 
astrous. Austral tan delegate Mi- 
chad Monte fiore said there 
were “several areas of uncer- 
tainty*’ in the American pro- 
posal. 

The proposed buffer scheme 
would aim to keep eopper pri- 
ces within agreed levels by 
buying metal for the stockpile 
- when prices Call and rd easing 
k when prices go up. 

Hie week-tong meeting is the 
14th in a series over nearly 
three years aimed at trying to 
aaMtiw the market It is being 
held under the auspices of the 
United. Nations Conference on 
Trade and Development, 
(UNCTAD). 


Consideration of a proposed 
inter-governmental body of 
producers and consumers to 
monitor (be market was shel- 
ved last October because of 
divergence over how much in- 
dependence the body should 
have. 

Ogden said a buffer of at 
least one zrrittion tons appear- 
ed necessary to ensure a rea- 
sonable degree of price stability 
and balanced protection of 
agreed floor and ceiling prices. 

He gave no- indication of 
what these prices should be, 
but said they should be fixed 
about 20 per cent above -and 
below a mi<Fpoint reference 
price. 

Ogden said the U.S. was 
against supplem e nting the buf- 
fer stock system with export 
or production controls on 
producing states, because these 
brought with them a wide ran- 
ge of eoonctaic, legal, adminis- 
trative and other problems.

Hanoi war may escalate; 
Kremlin warns Chinese 







MOSCOW. Feb. 28 (R) - 
The Soviet Union Wednesday 
warned for the first time that 
the fighting in Indochina might 
spread into a wider conflict 
and demanded an immediate 
Chinese withdrawal from Viet- 
nam. 

The Communist Party news' 
paper "Pravda.” in an article 
signed “I. Alexandrov** — be- 
lieved a pseudonym for a high 
party official — compared Pric- 
ing’s invasion of Vietnam with 
military action taken by Ger- 
many. Japan and Italy which 
led to World War JL 

But “Pravda” gave no new 
sign of what the Kremlin might 
do if the Chinese failed to 
withdraw, apart from repeating 
pledges that the Soviet Union 
would fulfil its commitments 
under a Friendship Treaty sign- 
ed with Hanoi last year. 


A fresh statement of the 
Soviet position on the conflict 
is expected on Friday when 
President Leonid Bre 2 tinev, 
hack in the capita* after a 
winter break of four weeks, is 
due to speak to Moscow 
voters. 

And Vietnam too, Wednes* 
day demanded the immediate 
and unconditional withdrawal 
of Chinese troops from its ter- 
ritory. as fighting appeared to 
be raging in the first major 
battle in the 12 days of war. 

The official Radio Hanoi said 
the war had been started uni- 
laterally by the Chinese so “it 
is they who must stop it" 

“The Pelting authorities 
must slop before it is too late 
(andi withdraw aH aggressive 
troops .tecupying Vietnamese 
territory immediately, totally 
and unconditionally it said in 


an apparent reply to China's 
call Tuesday for quick nego - 
tia lions to end (he fighting. 

The radio, monitored in 
Bangkok, said Vietnamese for- 
ces had tolled or wounded 
more than 1,600 Chinese Tues- 
day in northeastern Lang Son 
Province, where a battle around 
the provincial capital is believ- 
ed to be under way. 

The radio commentary, re- 
jecting statements from Peking 
that the Chinese action was 
limited in time and scope, said 
-the operation was intended to 
occupy and subjugate Viet- 
nam. It warned that the war 
was “likely to broaden.” 

’Hie radio remained silent 
over the fighting in Lang Sod 
P rovince, but informed sources 
in Bangkok said thousands of

U.S., Chinese formally

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 
I.R) — China and the United 
States formally exchange am- 
bassadors Thursday, complet- 
ing their normalization of re- 
lation — although not in an 
a&nosgxbere of total diploma - 
tic harmony.
